The Epidemic o/"1858 at New Orteant. 


—The yellow fever has about ceased its 
ravages at New Orleans, after prevailing 
with more or less severity since July. 
Du- 


ring the period extending from June 20th 
to Nov. 21st, Ihe official reports of inter- 
ments show that the deaths in the eity 
amounted to S,2,96, of which 4,850 were 
of yellow fever and 3,446 of other diseases. 


It appears that the greater part of the 


mortality was between the 25th of July and 
the 14th of November, which may be re- 
garded as the beginning and end of the fe- 
ver's prevalence as au epidemic. 
During 


that time, a period of sixteen weeks, or 
one hundred and twelve days, the deaths 
were from yellow fever 4,794, other disea- 
ses 2,766, total 7,560. 
This is at tbe ave- 


rage rate of about 473 per week, or about 
67 per day. The average population of 
New Orleans during the epidemic was 
probably not more than 160,000.
